The dis 
cussion to which the Herbert 
case has given rise has tended 
to throw grave doubt upon the 
claims made on behalf of the 
Roman Catholic church author- 
ities that in the Province of 
Quebec members of the church 
can only be legally married by 
priests to their own church. The 
validity of marriages contracted 
before any constituted function- 
ary may found to be as un- 
impeachable in Quebec as else- 
where in Canada.
